SEVENTEENTH  ANNUAL  MEETING. 


FIRST    SESSION. 

Wednesday  Morning,  July  22,  1896. 

The  North  Carolina  Parmaceutical  Association  met  in 
Teachers'  Assembly  Hall,  Morehead  City,  and  was  called 
to  order  by  the  President,  P.  W.  Vaughan,  of  Durham,  at 
11  o'clock. 

The  divine  blessing  was  invoked  upon  the  Association 
and  its  deliberations  by  Rev.  J.  T.  Jenkins,  of  the  Baptist 
Church.  , 

The  President  then  introduced  Mayor  Mclntyre,  who 
extended  to  the  Association  a  most  cordial  welcome  on 
behalf  of  Morehead  ( 'it y. 

Mr.  Bradley,  having  been  called  upon  by  the  President, 
responded  in  appropriate  terms  to  the  address  of  welcome. 

The  Secretary  called  the  roll,  and  there  being  a  quorum 
present,  the  President  declared  the  Association  ready  for 
business. 

The  reading  of  the  minutes  of  the  last  meeting  being- 
declared  next  in  order,  Mr.  Hancock  moved  that  it  be  dis- 
pensed with,  and  that  the  records  as  published  in  the  Pro- 
ceedings be  approved. 

Motion  seconded  and  carried. 

The  Secretary  stated  that  several  members  of  the  Execu- 
tive Committee  were  not  present,  and  moved  that  the  Pre- 
sident appoint  others  to  take  their  places. 

Motion  adopted. 
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The  President  appointed  Mr.  Hancock,  Mr.  Bradham 
and  Mr.  Grantham. 

Having  called  Vice-President  Bradley  to  the  chair,  the 
I 'resident  read  his  Annual  Address  as  follows: 

Fellow-members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association: 

The  whirligig  of  time  has  again  brought  us  to  the  annual  convention 
of  the  pharmacists  of  North  Carolina.  Seventeen  years  ago,  at  the  call 
of  a  few,  one  of  whom  was  the  lamented  E.  M.  Nadal,  about  thirty-five- 
pharmacists  from  different  sections  of  the  State  assembled  in  the  Senate 
Chamber  in  the  city  of  Raleigh,  and  organized  this  august  body,  the 
North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association.  Since  that  time  we  have 
met  in  different  sections,  till  we  have  been  in  nearly  every  large  town  in 
the  State.  To-day  we  meet  for  the  fourth  time  in  Morehead  City,  the  sea- 
side resort  of  the  Carolinas.  Our  sojourns  here  have  always  been  of  the 
most  pleasant  nature.  An  evidence  of  that  fact  is  our  meeting  here  two 
years  in  succession  more  than  once. 

It  is  with  pleasure  that  I  greet  so  many  of  my  fellow-members  at  this 
convention.  I  regret  very  much  that  there  are  not  more  present  from 
the  central  and  Blue  Ridge  section.  This  is  accounted  for  by  reason  of  the 
loss  of  time  that  would  be  necessarily  consumed  by  the  members  irl  mak- 
ing the  trip.  While  we  miss  from  their  places  many  familiar  faces  that 
we  are  accustomed  to  see,  and  very  much  regret  their  absence,  yet  the 
large  increase  of  new  members  which  we  hope  to  have  added  to  our 
membership  will,  I  hope,  make  our  meeting  both  pleasant  and  profitable. 

It  has  been  the  custom  of  my  worthy  predecessors  to  present  an  ad- 
dress on  the  general  work  and  condition  of  our  Association  and  to  sug- 
gest plans  and  methods  that  will  be  beneficial  to  us  individually  and  as 
an  association;  it  therefore  devolves  upon  me  as  your  presiding  officer 
to  submit  problems  for  solution  that  now  confront  us,  which  we  must 
inevitably  meet.  We  cannot  have  fair  sailing  all  the  time.  We  may  expect 
to  come  in  contact  with  obstacles,  and  the  problems  confronting  us  may 
be  difficult  to  solve,  yet  I  am  satisfied  that  the  sterling  worth  and  intel- 
lect of  the  members  of  the  Association  will  overcome  them  all  and  solve 
the  most  difficult  problems  for  the  advancement  and  elevation  of  Phar- 
macy in  North  Carolina. 

Our  Association  has  not  accomplished  all  that  we  have  desired,  yet  we 
can  report  progress. 

There  is  a  great  lack  of  interest  manifested  in  our  Association  by  many 
of  our  members.  This  should  not  lie.  We  should  have  the  hearty  sup- 
port and  earnest  co-operation  of  the  entire  membership.  Every  registered 
pharmacist  in  the  state  should  be  an  active  member  and  lend  his  pres- 
ence at  our  annual  meetings.    Special  efforts  should  be  made  to  induce 
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others  to  join.  We  must  not  be  satisfied  until  we  have  enrolled  every 
white  reputable  registered  pharmacist  in  North  Carolina.  Then,  and  not 
till  then,  will  we  be  able  to  accomplish  all  we  want.  There  should  be  har- 
monious work  on  the  part  of  the  membership  of  our  organization. 

I  need  not  call  your  attention  to  the  free  alcohol  question,  for  you  all 
well  know  that  at  its  last  session  the  great  American  Congress  wiped 
out  free  alcohol  as  far  as  the  arts  and  sciences  are  concerned.  This  is 
about  the  only  thing  they  did  which  interests  our  profession,  and  I  am 
almost  persuaded  to  go  on  record  as  agreeing  with  them,  as  I  am  not  in 
favor  of  selling  essence  of  lemon,  etc.,  at  ten  cents  a  pint. 

LOCAL    ORGANIZATION. 

Gentlemen  of  the  Association,  I  cannot  too  strongly  speak  to  you  on 
local  organization,  and  this  should  be  a  feeder  to  the  State  Association. 
There  should  be  an  organization  in  every  town  in  the  State,  even  if 
there  are  only  two  members  in  the  town.  This  should  be  done  not  only 
to  prevent  cutting  in  prices  alone,  but  other  questions  of  interest  to  the 
profession  are  continually  springing  up,  which  can  be  easily  settled  at 
the  meetings.  We  can  be  of  great  benefit  to  each  other  if  we  work  in 
harmony  and  pull  together.  Goods  can  be  bought  in  larger  quantities, 
and  thereby  save  an  extra  discount,  which  at  the  end  of  the  year  will 
amount  to  quite  an  item. 

THE    A.     PH.     A. 

I  desire  to  call  the  attention  of  the  members  of  this  Association  to  the 
A.  I'll.  A.  Every  member  (if  this  body  should  be  an  active  member  of  it. 
While  the  association  seems  to  be  a  convention  of  scientific  men  and 
professors  of  colleges  rather  than  of  ordinary  pharmacists,  yet  they  are 
doing  good  work.  We  may  not  be  fortunate  enough  to  attend  their 
meetings,  yet  the  proceedings  contain  a  vast  amount  of  information  for 
the  busy  and  closely  confined  pharmacist.  The  report  on  the  progress  of 
pharmacy  by  Prof.  Henry  Kramer  is  alone  worth  the  annual  dues.  I 
notice  on  looking  over  the  roll  of  registered  pharmacists  in  North  Carolina 
that  only  thirty-two  out  of  a  membership  of  over  four  hundred  an3  fifty 
are  members  of  the  A.  Ph.  A. 

I  do  not  mean  to  offer  any  unfavorable  criticism  in  regard  to  the 
A.  Ph.  A.  when  I  say  that  it  is  composed  of  scientific  men,  but  I  do  say 
that  at  their  annual  meetings  various  papers  are  read  and  subjects  dis- 
cussed uninteresting  to  the  average  druggist. 

I  cannot  impress  upon  our  members  too  forcibly  the  necessity  of  pre- 
senting papers,  specially  those  of  a  practical  nature,  to  be  read  and  dis- 
cussed at  our  annual  meetings.  This  is  one  of  the  most  interesting  fea- 
tures connected  with  the  meetings.  We  are  very  deficient  in  this  respect. 
At  our  last  convention  there  were  only  two  papers  presented.  This  should 
never  occur  again.     Out  of  a  membership  of  over  one  hundred  and  fifty  it 
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does  seem  to  me  that  ten  per  cent,  should  present  some  paper  on  some 
practical  subject  which  will  make  our  meetings  more  interesting.  We 
should  exchange  ideas  more  which  would  mutually  benefit  each  other. 

Tin:   CUTTER. 

Price-cutting  has  grown  to  such  an  extent  in  recent  years  that  there  is 
cause  for  serious  alarm.  Many  remedies  have  been  prescribed,  many 
plans  have  been  formulated  and  put  into  execution,  but  none  seem  to 
avail  much,  till  to-day  nearly  every  plan  or  suggestion  has  been  aban- 
doned. Heroic  measures  will  have  to  be  adopted  before  the  desired 
result  can  be  accomplished.  This  is  a  perplexing  question,  and  demands 
immediate  consideration. 

The  cutter  is  not  satisfied  to  remain  in  our  country,  but  he  has  invaded 
the  realms  of  foreign  countries.  The  drug  business  in  France  and  other 
foreign  countries  is  in  a  precarious  condition.  I  am  not  an  alarmist,  but 
the  exigences  of  the  case  demand  that  something  be  done,  and  that 
quickly,  to  meet  the  problem  that  confronts  us. 

I  believe  this  Association  should  go  on  record  and  show  to  the  patent 
medicine  manufacturers,  and  other  proprietary  dealers,  that  we  do  not 
belong  to  them.  They  will  come  to  a  town  and  scatter  a  few  almanacs 
and  circulars  around,  and  then,  as  they  express  it,  "  work  the  doctor," 
and  load  you  up  with  their  nostrums.  I  am  glad  that  the  members  of 
the  medical  profession  are  waking  up  to  a  realization  of  these  condi- 
tions, and  I  believe  that  such  a  thing  as  "  working  the  doctor"  will,  in 
the  near  future,  be  a  thing  of  the  past;  the  dignity  of  the  profession 
demands  it. 

I  am  not  an  advocate  of  engaging  in  the  manufacture  of  patent  medi- 
cines, but  if  there  can  be  no  other  remedy  1  am  in  favor  of  making  a 
line  of  standard  medicines  and  putting  them  on  the  market  and  pushing 
them  I'orall  they  are  worth.  If  every  association  in  this  country  were  to 
adopt  measures  of  this  kind  patent  medicines  would  be  swept  from  our 
shelves.  This  idea  has  been  in  the  writer's  mind  for  some  time,  but  the 
time  for  expression  had  not  presented  itself  until  now. 

I  see  from  journals  of  recent  date  that  other  associations  are  asserting 
their  independence  on  this  question.  I  see  that  in  the  city  of  Louisville 
the  Interstate  1'liannacal  Company  has  been  incorporated  for  the  pur- 
pose of  manufacturing  and  selling  patent  medicines.  The  stockholders 
include  one  hundred  and  twenty-nine  druggists,  there  being  four  hun- 
dred shares  of  stock  at  ten  dollars  each.  Some  heroic  measures  will 
have  to  he  taken.  A  bright  day  is  dawning.  I  see  the  light  breaking  in 
the  distant  horizon,  and  the  bright  noonday  of  returning  prosperity  will 
soon  reach  its  zenith. 

A  few  passing  remarks  in  regard  to  the  metric  system  is  all  thai  is  neces- 
sary.    The  I'.  S,  I',  having  adopted  that  system,  it  is  only  necessary  to 
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secure  the  necessary  weights  and  measures.  Other  advanced  nations  of 
the  earth  have  adopted  this  system.  England  and  the  United  States  were 
ahout  the  last  of  the  important  nations  to  adopt  it.  As  I  said,  it  is  only 
necessary  to  keep  full  sets  of  weights  and  measures  in  our  dispensing 
and  manufacturing  departments  and  do  away  with  the  somewhat  diffi- 
cult and  troublesome  practice  of  reducing  the  metric  system  to  the  ordi- 
nary weights  and  measures  now  in  use. 

NATIONAL    FORMULARY. 

The  National  Formulary  should  be  in  the  hands  of  not  only  every 
druggist,  but  of  every  physician  as  well.  At  a  recent  meeting  of  the  Louis- 
iana Pharmaceutical  Association  they  discussed  and  approved  a  proposi- 
tion to  purchase  1,000  copies  of  this  work,  to  be  divided  among  the  mem- 
bers in  such  numbers  as  they  desire  to  take,  to  be  distributed  to  physi- 
cians. This  is  an  excellent  idea,  and  worthy  of  imitation.  This,  I 
believe,  is  the  only  way  which  will  insure  each  physician  having  one. 
I  do  not  recommend  that  this  Association  buy  and  distribute  them,  but 
I  urge  upon  each  local  druggist  or  organization  the  necessity  of  adopting 
a  similar  plan.  Physicians  are  not  sufficiently  acquainted  with  this 
work,  and  the  sooner  they  know  it  just  so  soon  will  they  begin  to  pre- 
scribe its  preparations— this,  its  sole  purpose.  The  expense  entailed 
on  each  druggist  for  distribution  of  the  work  would  be  small  and  great 
results  would  follow. 

I  would  call  your  attention  next  to  the  hospital  steward  in  the  Army 
and  Navy,  whose  rank  is  about  the  same  as  a  butler  or  dish-washer  in  a 
hospital,  and  who  is  frequently  spoken  of  as  the  steward,  and,  as  Mr. 
Philip  F.  Erck  says,  he  may  be  confounded  "with  the  gentleman  of 
color  "  who  attends  the  wants  of  officers  and  passengers  on  a  Mississippi 
river  steam-boat.  The  hospital  steward  should  forever  cease  to  be  known 
in  the  Army  and  Navy,  but  should  be  warrant  officers,  and  their  pay 
should  be  commensurate  with  their  duties,  rank  and  station.  I  am  glad  to 
see  that  the  pharmacists  of  this  country  are  waking  up  to  a  realization  of 
this  injustice  to  our  profession,  and  that  strenuous  efforts  are  being  made 
to  bring  about  the  much-desired  results.  We  have  lived  in  the  age  of 
steam;  we  are  now  living  in  the  electric  age  and  just  entering  the  age  of 
synthesis.  Synthetic  chemistry  promises  to  the  waiting  world  many 
wonders  yet  unheard  of;  she  has  given  to  us  many  seeming  impossi- 
bilities, and  still  she  is  in  her  infancy.  Coal-tar  seems  to  be  the  home 
of  the  chemist;  out  of  it  he  can  evolve  almost  anything  he  desires. 
Analysis  must  forever  be  the  favorite  study,  for  the  selection  and  testing 
of  medicines  are  our  most  important  duty.  The  last  year  has  wit- 
nessed great  development  in  chemical  research  and  electric  science;  it 
is  entirely  beyond  the  human  mind  to  foretell  the  possibilities  of  the 
future. 
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Since  our  last  annual  convention  death  has  invaded  our  ranks  and 
taken  from  us  Mr.  E.  M.  Nadal,  of  Wilson,  an  honored  and  charter  mem- 
ber of  this  Association,  who  was  very  active  in  its  organization;  -Mr.  J,  V. 
Jordan,  of  New  Berne,  and  Mr.  B.  C.  Jones,  of  Morehead  City.  Suita- 
ble obituary  notices  will  be  prepared  and  spread  on  the  minutes  of  this 
Association. 

In  conclusion,  1  desire  to  thank  you  for  the  great  honor  of  presiding 
over  your  deliberations.  It  will  be  my  great  desire  to  serve  you  accepta- 
bly, and  with  justice  and  impartiality.  In  the  discharge  of  that  duty 
I  ask  your  indulgence.  I  hope  our  meetings  will  be  pleasant,  profitable 
and  harmonious,  and  that  we  can  carry  home  with  us  many  pleasant 
recollections  of  the  Seventeenth  Annual  Meeting  of  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association. 

Mr.  Bobbitt  moved  that  a  committee  of  three  be  ap- 
pointed to  take  into  consideration  the  recommendations 
contained  in  the  President's  address,  and  report  thereon  at 
a  subsequent  session. 

Motion  seconded  and  adopted. 

The  chairman  appointed  Mr.  Bobbitt,  Mr.  Stedman  and 
Mr.  N.  D.  Fetzer. 

The  President  resumed  the  chair. 

The  Secretary  read  his  annual  report  as  follows: 

To  ///<•  Officers  <m<l  Members  <</'  tin  North  Carolina  "Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion : 

Gentlemen: — In  accordance  with  the  action  of  the  Association,  recom- 
mended in  the  report  of  the  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  at  our  last 
meeting,  I  addressed,  on  July  loth,  1895,  a  circular  card  to  members  of 
the  Association,  who  were  proprietors,  setting  forth  the  scheme  for  dis- 
posing of  unsalable  articles.  Thus  far  only  two  responses  have  been  re- 
ceived with  memorandums  of  dead  stock  and  the  accompanying  fees  of 
twenty-five  cents.  As  the  amount  received  was  inadequate  to  defray  the 
expense  of  printing  and  mailings  list  to  the  members  of  this  Association 
the  matter  was  dropped  and  the  remittances  returned.  It  is  to  he  re- 
gretted that  so  good  a  plan  should  have  failed  from  apparent  inattention. 

The  Association  having  authorized  the  Secretary  to  canvass  for  a 
limited  number  of  advertisements,  to  be  appended  to  the  proceedings, 
immediately  after  your  adjournment  last  year  1  began  a  voluminous 
correspondence  with  manufacturers,  colleges  of  pharmacy,  wholesale 
druggists  and  others,  which  resulted  in  securing  advertisements  amount- 
ing to  one  hundred  and  thirty  dollars.     This  sum   was  more  than  sutli- 
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cient  to  defray  the  cost  of  printing  and  distributing  the  proceedings.  I 
hope  the  members  of  the  Association  have  shown  their  appreciation  of 
the  kindness  of  the  advertisers  and  will  continue  to  do  so  in  the  future. 
It  is  an  obligation  easy  to  fulfill,  though,  unfortunately,  easy  to  forget. 

The  printer  reduced  his  charge  for  the  proceedings  from  $1.10  to  $1 
per  page.  The  manuscript  was  put  in  his  hands  on  July  30th,  nineteen 
days  after  adjournment.  The  printed  proceedings  were  received  by  the 
Secretary  on  August  30th,  when  they  were  immediately  mailed  to  mem- 
bers of  the  Association,  honorary  members,  officers  of  other  associations, 
pharmaceutical  journals  and  the  advertisers 

Announcements  of  the  present  meeting  were  issued  on  June  23d  to 
registered  pharmacists  of  the  State,  to  colleges  of  pharmacy,  pharmaceu- 
tical journals,  various  institutions  of  learning,  leading  wholesale  drug 
firms  and  officers  of  other  associations.

The  following  communication  was  read  from  the  Drug- 
gists' Association  of  Raleigh : 

The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  Morehead  City,  X.  C: 

Gentlemen  :— At  a  meeting  of  the  Druggists  Association  of  Raleigh, 
Thursday,  July  16th,  1896,  the  following  resolutions  were  passed  and 
ordered  forwarded  to  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  at 
its  meeting  in  Morehead  City,  July  22d,  1896,  with  the  urgent  request 
that  action  he  taken  upon  the  subjects  set  forth: 

Resolved  1.  That  the  four  per  centum  tax  on  drugs  and  seeds,  known 
as  license  tax,  is  unjust,  and  we  ask  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association  to  take  such  action  as  will  insure  the  same  being  stricken 
out  or  omitted  from  the  revenue  act  by  the  next  Legislature. 

2.  That  the  present  law  estahlishing  one  grade  of  Licentiates  in  Phar- 
macy is  inadequate  and  unsatisfactory,  and  we  urge  the  necessity  for 
an  amended  law  establishing  two  grades  of  Licentiates,  one  grade  for 
assistants,  requiring  two  years'  experience  and  a  corresponding  amount 
of  technical  knowledge;  the  other  for  managers,  requiring  four  years' 
experience  and  a  higher  degree  of  knowledge. 

3.  That  we  call  the  attention  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association  to  the  fact  that  the  law  restricting  the  sale  of  poisons  to 
licensed  druggists  is  being  habitually  disregarded  by  general  store-keep- 
ers (especially  that  part  requesting  the  sale  of  laudanum  and  morphine), 
and  suggest  that  it  is  the  duty  of  the  Association  to  take  some  action  to 
enforce  the  same.

SECOND    SESSION. 

Thursday  Morning,  July  23,   1896. 

The  Association  was  called  to  order  by  President  Vaughan 
at  10  o'clock. 

The  minutes  of  the  previous  session  were  read  and  ap- 
proved. 

A  telegram  was  read  from  the  "  Meyer  Bros.  Druggist," 
expressing  best  wishes  fora  profitable  and  pleasant  meeting.

Mr.  Cook  moved  that  the  Secretary  he'  instructed  to  cast 
the  vote  of  the  Association  for  the  above  candidates.

Mr.  Stedman,  chairman  of  Committee  on  Trade  Inter- 
ests, made  the  following  report,  which,  after  discussion, 
was  adopted  : 
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To  the  Members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association : 

Your  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  beg  leave  for  the  present  to  sub- 
mit the  following  business  suggestion: 

The  pharmacist,  while  a  professional  man,  should  not  lose  sight  of  the 
fact  that  he  is  also  a  merchant.  He  has  as  much  right,  legally  and 
morally,  to  sell  any  article  as  any  man  in  any  other  business.  We  must 
realize  facts.  We  are  in  business  for  the  same  reasons  that  men  engage 
in  other  pursuits. 

We  must  make  enough  to  pay  for  goods  and  meet  necessary  expenses, 
and  endeavor  to  lay  by  something  for  our  families  and  our  old  age. 

North  Carolina  towns  are  small,  and  the  sale  of  drugs  and  medicines 
only,  in  many  places,  is  not  of  sufficient  volume  to  yield  adequate  profits 
for  our  support. 

There  are  side  lines  that  in  no  way  conflict  with  the  conduct  of  a 
pharmacy;  many  of  them  add  to  the  attractions  of  a  place;  these  should 
be  put  in  and  pushed;  they  yield  good  profits  and  go  a  long  way  on 
the  right  side  of  a  loss  and  gain  account.  Each  druggist  must  decide  for 
himself  what  he  can  handle  to  advantage.  Let  him  ascertain  what  the 
people  want  in  his  locality,  put  it  in  stock  and  sell  as  cheaply  as  any  one 
else,  and  the  public  will  soon  be  convinced  that  his  store  is  the  proper 
place  to  have  their  wants  supplied.  J.  P.  STEDMAN,

The  Committee  on  the  President's  Address  presented  the 
following : 

Mr.  President  and  Gentlemen  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Associa- 
tion : 

Your  Committee  on  President  Vaughan's  admirable  address  respect- 
fully beg  leave  to  report  as  follows  : 

The  suggestions  and  recommendations  therein  contained  are  in  a  gen- 
eral way  timely  and  highly  worthy  of  our  serious  consideration.  Speci- 
fically, we  are  confronted  with  no  more  important  subject  for  considera- 
tion than  the  question  of  local  organization,  for  in  unity  there  is  strength. 

Members  will  do  well  to  connect  themselves  with  the  American  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  as  urged  by  the  President. 

While  your  Committee  fully  realize  the  dangers  and  evils  that  beset 
us  in  consequence  of  the  cut  rates  that  prevail  in  some  sections  of  the 
State,  we  are  of  the  opinion  that  it  is  not  expedient  for  us  as  a  State 
Organization  to  antagonize  the  wholesalers  and  manufacturers,  believing 
that  they  are  not  alone  responsible  for  the  existence  of  this  thorn  in  the 
flesh  in  our  midst.     However,  we  condemn  the  cutter  most  heartily. 

The  remarks  of  the  President  on  the  metric  system  are  opportune,  and 
should  be  heeded  by  all  the  members  of  this  Association. 

The  recommendation  to  purchase  a  numher  of  copies  of  the  National 
Formulary,  we  believe,  is  a  step  in  the  right  direction,  and  that  the  best 
results  would  probably  be  secured  if  this  plan  should  be  operated  by  the 
various  local  societies. 

We  endorse  most  heartily  tire  remarks  pertaining  to  the  position  of 
hospital  steward  in  the  Army  and  Navy.  And  we  rejoice  with  him  in  no- 
ting the  general  advancement  of  Chemistry  and  Pharmacy.

MAJ.  EDWARD  MORSE  NADAL 

Was  born  at  Washington,  N.  C,  October  2,  1843,  and  died  at  Wilson, 
N.  C,  April  13,  1896.

Association,  was  its  first  President  and  member  of  the  Examining  Board 
for  a  number  of  years.

COLONEL  JOHN  VAUGHN  JORDAN 

Was  born  in  Philadelphia,  Pa.     Died  at  New  Berne,  N.  C,  September  •">.

He  came  to  New  Berne  a  few  years  before  the  war,  married  Mrs.  Julia 
Lane  and  made  New  Berne  his  permanent  home.  Fie  first  clerked  in  a 
drugstore  of  Mr.  F.  J.  Hughes,  whom  he  afterwards  succeeded  in  the 
business. 

When  the  civil  war  came  on  he  promptly  enlisted  in  the  service  of 
the  Confederacy  and  became  Colonel  of  the  :ilst  North  Carolina  Regi- 
ment. He  was  in  many  battles,  was  taken  prisoner  at  Roanoke  Island, 
and  after  being  exchanged  was  wounded  at  the  battle  of  Bermuda  Hun- 
dreds. 

After  the  war  he  re-entered  the  drug  business,  and  was  regarded  as 
one  of  the  most  competent  and  careful  men  of  his  profession.  He  was 
held  in  high  esteem  as  a  man,  a  neighbor  and  a  Christian 


BENJAMIN  CHARLES  JONES 

Was  born  in  New  Berne,  N.  C,  July  27,  1861.     Died  at  Morehead 
City,  N.  C,  January  23,  1896. 

He  learned  the  drug  business  under  the  instruction  of  Mr.  F.  W.  Han- 
cock, who  was  then  doing  business  at  New  Berne  under  the  firm  name 
of  Hancock  Bros.  He  was  very  quick  and  bright  and  learned  very 
rapidly,  and  was  one  of  the  first  young  men  to  stand  a  successful  exam- 
ination before  the  State  Board  of  Pharmacy.  He  was  a  good,  kind- 
hearted  man,  and  will  be  very  much  missed  in  his  communitv.

GUAIACOL.

In  the  last  few  years  the  attention  of  the  medical  world  has  been 
called  to  the  chemical  product  methyl-pyrocatechin  or  guaiacol  and 
several  of  its  derivatives.  As  to  its  source  it  may  be  said  that  it  is  directly 
or  indirectly  obtained  from  guaiac  resin — tar,  preferably  beech  tar,  and 
kino.  I  obtained  it  from  beech  wood  creosote  by  fractional  distillation. 
The  first  portions  distilled  were  rejected,  and  that  part  coming  over 
between  the  temperatures  of  207—210°  C.  was  collected.  This  I  found  to 
be  a  slightly  amber-colored  liquid  of  a  peculiar,  penetrating  odor  and 
burning,  somewhat  caustic  taste.  In  about  thirty  days  of  partial  exposure 
to  atmosphere  it  acquired  a  reddish-brown  color,  which  was  partly 
removed  by  filtration  through  animal  charcoal.  The  yield  obtained  was 
about  65  per  cent,  by  volume  of  the  creosote  used. 

The  chemically  pure  guaiacol  is  heavier  than  water  sp.  gr.  at  15°  of 
1.33  and  boils  at  206—207°  C.  It  may  be  obtained  by  the  dry  distillation 
of  guaiac  resin  and  synthetically  prepared  from  pyroeatechin  and  methyl 
sulphuric  acid.  It  has  been  prepared  in  the  form  of  crystals,  which  some 
claim  to  be  the  pure  form.  These  crystals  are  deliquescent  at  ordinary 
temperatures,  and  have  been  abandoned  by  some  houses  as  an  article  of 
commerce.     It  is  soluble  in  alcohol  and  ether,  sparingly  so  in  water. 

Treated  with  nitric  acid  it  gives  a  marked  reaction  with  formation  of 
reddish  vapors. 

With  dilute  nitric  acid  a  reddish  color  and  gummy  residue. 

With  hydrochloric  acid  no  reaction  occurs. 

Subjected  to  the  low  temperature  of  the  freezing  mixture  of  hydro- 
chloric acid  and  sulphate  of  soda  it  became  somewhat  viscid  but  does 
not  solidify. 

Alcoholic  solutions  of  guaiacol  combined  with  solutions  of  phenacetine, 
solol  and  antipyrine  produced  no  change  in  color,  but  with  solution  of 
spirits  of  nitrous  ether  gives  a  permanent  brilliant  red  color,  with  no 
precipitate.  The  nature  of  this  resulting  liquid  was  not  determined. 
If  it  possessed  both  the  diuretic  properties  of  the  spirits  of  nitrous  ether 
and  the  antipyretic  properties  of  the  guaiacol  it  would  be  a  useful  com- 
bination. 

Guaiacol  was  originally  'suggested  as  a  substitute  for  creosote  in  the 
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treatment  of  pulmonary  tuberculosis,  its  good  effects  being  due  to  the 
fact  of  forming  compounds  in  the  blood  with  the  poisonous  by-products 
of  the  tubercle  bacillus,  and  thus  aiding  in  their  elimination  from  the 
system.  The  inhalation  and  hypodermic  use  of  guaiacol  have  been 
abandoned.  Internally  it  may  be  given  in  doses  from  3  to  5  drops, 
administered  in  wine  or  milk.  Highly  satisfactory  results  have  been 
obtained  from  its  use  in  typhoid  fever,  for  which  it  seems  especially 
adapted  on  account  of  its  reduction  of  temperature  and  its  action  on 
the  intestinal  tract.  It  is  best  applied  by  painting,  after  thorough  wash- 
ing, 20  to  40  drops  on  the  abdomen,  and  covering  with  some  impermea- 
ble dressing  as  oil-silk.  Thus  applied  it  has  been  known  to  reduce  the 
temperature  as  much  as  six  degrees  without  any  bad  effects. 

Among  the  derivatives  of  guaiacol  that  have  been  used  are  the  follow- 
ing: The  carbonate  prepared  by  the  decomposition  of  guaiacol  in  salution 
of  soda  with  carbonyl  chloride.  It  is  a  crystalline  powder— white,  and 
of  neutral  reaction,  slight  odor  and  taste,  insoluble  in  water  and  cold 
alcohol,  soluble  in  ether,  chloroform  and  benzine,  slightly  so  in  glycer- 
rin  and  fixed  oils.  It  is  the  best  known  and  most  used  salt,  and  is  given 
in  doses  of  4  grains,  increased  to  100  grains  per  day. 

The  biniodide  is  a  reddish-brown  powder,  having  a  trace  of  the  iodine 
odor,  and  is  used  as  a  local  application. 

The  cinnamyl  guaiacol  is  claimed  to  be  of  value  in  catarrh  of  the  gastro- 
intestinal tract. 

The  benzoyl  and  salicyl  guaiacol  I  was  not  able  to  get  from  Merck,  and 
concluded  they  were  of  more  theoretical  than  practical  value. 


EXPENSES  IN  COMPARISON  WITH  PURCHASES  OF  DRUGS, 
AND  EXPENSES  IN  COMPARISON  WITH  SALES  OF  SODA- 
WATER  FOR  A  PERIOD  OF  TEN  YEARS.

A  statement,  based  upon  actual  experience,  of  the  expenses  incurred 
in  transporting  and  selling  a  given  amount  of  purchases  of  drugs,  and 
in  conducting  a  soda-water  business,  for  a  period  of  ten  years,  may  be 
interesting,  and  possibly  of  some  value  to  less  experienced  members  of 
the  Association.  In  these  days  of  telephones,  electric  lights,  water  motors 
and  multitudinous  drug  stores  the  irresistible  tendency  is  towards 
increased  expenses  and  reduced  prices.  It  may  then  be  well  to  give  these 
matters  careful  consideration. 

Seventeen  years  ago  the  old-time  method  of  book-keeping,  which  did 
not  include  a  cash-book  (balanced  dailv),  nor  such  general  accounts  as 
5 
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"Merchandise,"  "Expense,"  "Transportation"  and  "Soda-water," 
was  laid  aside  in  my  store,  ami  a  partial  double-entry  system  adopted, 
which  exhibited  the  true  status  of  these  accounts. 

I  am  thus  enabled,  by  referring  to  ledgers  in  use  during  the  past  ten 
years,  to  determine  the  average  percentage  of  expense  with  reference  to 
the  amount  of  purchases  for  that  period.  Those  who  know  me  well,  I 
think,  will  concede  that  while  not  altogether  unenterprising  I  try  to 
have  an  eye  to  the  fitness  of  things,  and  endeavor  to  conduct  business  on 
business  principles.  Consequently,  this  exhibit  may  possibly  be  regarded 
as  a  fair  average  example  for  North  Carolina. 

I  do  not  include  in  expenses  any  charge  for  my  own  time  and  labor, 
which,  for  the  most  part,  have  been  given  unstintedly,  in  season  and 
out  of  season,  to  my  store.  Nor  do  I  include  interest  on  capital  invested, 
nor  lapses  by  bad  debts. 

The  freight  rates  to  my  town,  owing  to  water  competition  with  two 
railroad  lines,  are  comparatively  low.  First-class  freight  is  91  cents  per 
hundred  pounds  from  New  York,  85  cents  from  Baltimore,  and  corre- 
spondingly low  from  other  points. 

Rent  has  been  estimated,  during  the  above  period,  at  from  $360  to 
$450  per  year,  for  a  centrally  located  iron-front  two-story  store. 

I  have  so  recently  introduced  a  telephone,  and  water  with  motor  and 
fan,  that  these  items  do  not  affect  the  average  appreciably.  While  I 
have  dealt  to  a  certain  extent  with  country  merchants,  druggists  and 
physicians,  the  business  may  be  said  to  be  principally  retail. 

In  addition  to  drugs  I  have  kept  paints,  oils  and  window-glass.  They 
have  doubtless  reduced  the  average  expense  by  increasing  the  volume 
of  business,  though  they  yield  but  little  profit. 

Of  course  expenses  are  somewhat  variable,  and  depend  to  a  certain 
extent  on  circumstances  not  within  our  control.  We  may  have  a  more 
or  less  expensive  clerical  force.  Kent,  light  and  fuel  will  vary.  And 
that  item,  so  interesting  to  us  at  this  time,  taxes,  may  be  more  or  less 
exorbitant.  Still,  we  should  keep  ever  present  before  our  eyes  the  facts 
and  figures,  if  we  would  escape  disaster.  Transportation  includes  dray- 
age,  of  course,   which  at  the  present  time  with  me  is  only  5  cents  per 

hundred  pounds. 

The  principal  items  of  expense  are  help,  rent,  light,  fuel,  advertising, 
taxes,  insurance,  stationery  and  postage.  Besides  there  are  many  small 
items  not  necessary  to  enumerate.  On  returning  to  your  homes,  pro- 
vided yon  have  not  already  done  so,  if  you  will  carefully  estimate  the 
aggregate  amount  of  these  and  the  amount  of  your  purchases  a  compari- 
son of  the  two  may  prove  interesting  to  you. 

'fhe  following  table  will  show  expenses  in  comparison  with  my  pur- 
chases for  the  past  ten  years.

The  extremes,  in  round  figures  25  per  cent,  in  1889  and  42  per  cent,  in 
1894,  were  due  to  abnormal  conditions,  but  tlicy  about  counterbalance 
each  other.  It  will  be  seen  that  the  average  percentage  for  the  ten  years 
is  32  44-100 — say  32i  cents  on  every  dollar  of  purchases.  So  the  aver- 
age profit  realized  above  these  figures,  less  losses  by  bad  debts,  and  less 
interest  on  any  portion  of  capital  borrowed  at  any  time,  represents  all 
that  I  have  gotten  for  my  own  support  out  of  the  business.  This  shows 
the  unfairness  and  illiberality  of  those  manufacturers  of  proprietary  arti- 
cles who  do  not  allow  a  margin  of  at  least  50  per  cent,  to  the  retailer. 
We  should  discriminate  in  favor  of  articles  yielding  a  legitimate  profit, 
when  we  have  the  power  to  do  so,  as  a  means  of  self-defense. 

SODA-WATER. 

In  my  researches  into  the  average  net  result  of  an  apparently  healthy 
and  successful  soda  water  business  for  ten  years  I  have  found  that  while 
the  annual  sales  did  not  differ  widely  the  annual  balances  were  quite 
variable.  This  may  be  attributed  to  the  necessity  for  occasional  over- 
haulings  and  the  replacing  of  old  apparatus  with  new,  together  with 
repairs  and  expenditures  for  ice-shavers,  crushers,  shakers,  etc.  I  have 
not  charged  the  item  of  labor  to  this  account,  under  the  assumption, 
which  is  hardly  warranted,  that  the  work  is  done  without  any  increase 
in  my  regular  force,  neither  has  interest  on  investment  been  charged. 
The  cost  of  ice  has  ranged  from  \  to  §  cent  per  pound  My  books  show  32 
per  cent,  as  the  net  average  profit,  in  comparison  with  the  gross  receipts, 
or  in  round  figures  H  cents  per  glass. 

The  direct  and  indirect  returns  from  this  branch  of  business,  under 
fair  conditions,  are  not  to  be  despised,  though  I  believe  they  are  gen- 
erally overestimated.  I  am  incredulous  as  to  any  advantage  in  buying 
large  and  costly  apparatus,  except  in  cities  with  much  transient  trade, 
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where  it  may  pay  a*  an  advertisement.  The  annual  depreciation  in  value 
of  such  outfits  would  in  my  ease  tell  heavily  upon  the  profits.  Indeed, 
it  might  offset  them  entirely.  The  comparative  worthlessnesa  of  second- 
hand apparatus  should  not  be  forgotten  in  these  days  of  rapidly  chang- 
ing styles  and  constant  improvements.  Care,  neatness,  cleanliness  and 
quality  will  in  most  cases  obviate  the  necessity  for  an  extraordinary  dis- 
play of  costly  and  cumbersome  marble,  and  will  in  the  long  run  secure 
the  best  reputation  and  most  satisfactory  results. 

The  useless  increase  in  "new  drinks"  is  a  source  of  great  annoyance 
and  loss.  The  greater  the  variety  of  syrups,  the  less  fresh  and  palatable 
they  are  likely  to  be.  The  additions  are  generally  disappointing,  and 
the  evil  should  be  checked.  But  without  co-operation  in  this  direction 
it  will  be  found  difficult  to  do  so. 


THE  CONSTITUTION  AND  BY-LAWS. 
CONSTITUTION. 


ARTICLE    I.  — NAME. 

This  Association  shall  be  called  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical 
Association. 

ARTICLE    II. — OBJECT. 

The  aim  of  this  Association  shall  be  to  unite  the  reputable  pharmacists 
and  druggists  of  this  State  for  mutual  assistance,  encouragement  and 
improvement,  and  to  advance  the  science  and  art  of  pharmacy,  and 
thereby  restrict  the  dispensing  and  sale  of  medicine  to  properly  qualified 
pharmacists  and  druggists. 


The  Association  shall  have  the  following  officers:  A  President,  three 
Vice-Presidents,  a  Secretary,  a  Local  Secretary,  and  a  Treasurer.  Also  an 
Executive  Committee,  consisting  of  five  members,  of  which  the  Secretary 
shall  be  one  ex  officio,  all  of  whom  shall  be  elected  annually  by  ballot, 
and  shall  hold  office  until  an  election  of  successors. 

ARTICLE    IV. — LIFE    MEMBERSHIP. 

Any  member  who  shall  pay  the  Treasurer  the  sum  of  twenty-five  dol- 
lars at  one  time  shall  become  a  life  member  and  shall  be  exempt  from  all 
future  annual  dues. 

ARTICLE    V. — AMENDING    CONSTITUTION. 

Every  proposition  to  alter  or  amend  this  Constitution  shall  be  submitted 
in  writing  and  received  at  an  annual  meeting,  and  may  be  voted  for  at 
the  next  annual  meeting,  when,  upon  receiving  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present,  it  shall  become  a  part  of  the  Constitution. 

The  By-Laws  may  be  altered  or  amended  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of 
the  members  present  taken  thereon. 
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BY-LAWS. 


ARTICLE    I.  —  DUTIES   OF   OFFICERS. 

Section  i.  The  President  shall  preside  at  all  meetings  and  administer 
the  rules  of  order  usual  in  deliberative  assemblies.  He  shall  nomi- 
nate all  special  committees,  except  a  majority  of  the  members  present 
resort  to  balloting  or  other  means.  He  shall  sign  the  certificates  of  mem- 
bership and  countersign  all  orders  upon  the  Treasurer.  He  shall  pre- 
sent at  each  annual  meeting  a  report  of  the  operations  of  the  Associa- 
tion during  the  year,  and  suggest  such  subjects  for  its  benefit  as  he  may 
deem  worthy  of  notice. 

Section  2.  The  Vice-Presidents  shall,  in  case  of  temporary  absence  or 
inability  of  the  President  to  serve,  perform  his  duties  in  the  order  of 
their  names. 

Section  3.  The  Secretary  shall  keep  a  fair  and  correct  record  of  all 
the  proceedings  of  the  Association.  He  shall  keep  on  file  all  papers  and 
reports  read.  He  shall  be  charged  with  all  correspondence,  and  with 
the  editing,  publishing  and  distributing  the  proceedings  of  the  Associa- 
tion, under  the  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee.  He  shall  notify 
all  members  four  weeks  in  advance  of  each  annual  meeting,  and  at 
each  annual  meeting  render  a  report  of  the  duties  performed  by  him 
since  the  last  annual  meeting.  He  shall  furnish  the  chairman  of  every 
special  committee  with  a  list  of  its  members.  He  shall  be  ex  officio  a 
member  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

Section  4.  The  Local  Secretary  shall  act  under  instructions  from  the 
Secretary. 

Section  5.  The  Treasurer  shall  collect  and  have  charge  of  all  funds 
of  the  Association.  He  shall  give  bond  in  the  sum  of  one  thousand 
dollars  for  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duties.  The  bond  must  be 
acceptable  to  the  Executive  Committee  and  placed  in  the  custody  of  the 
President,  who  shall  deliver  it  to  his  successor.  He  shall  hold  and  issue 
the  certificates  of  membership.  He  shall  report  to  the  executive  Com- 
mittee, previous  to  each  annual  meeting,  the  names  of  those  members 
who  have  failed  to  pay  their  dues  for  two  successive  years.  He  shall 
keep  a  list  of  the  names,  residence  and  date  of  entrance  of  each  mem- 
ber, and  furnish  a  list  of  the  same  at  the  close  of  each  annual  meeting 
to  the  Secretary  for  publication.  He  shall  preserve  all  applications  for 
membership.  He  shall  pay  all  bills  when  countersigned  by  the  Presi- 
dent, and  at  each  annual  meeting  render  an  itemized  statement  of  his 
accounts.

ARTICLE    II.— OF   COMMITTEES. 

Section  1.  There  shall  be  three  standing  committees:  An  Executive 
Committee  of  five  members,  a  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  and  a 
Committee  on  Trade  Interests,  each  to  consist  of  three  members,  and  to 
be  annually  elected  or  appointed,  according  to  the  will  of  the  Association. 

Section  2.  The  Executive  Committee,  of  which  the  Secretary  is  an  ex 
officio  member,  shall  have  charge  of  the  revision  of  the  roll,  the  investi- 
gation of  applicants  for  membership,  and  the  publication  of  the  proceed- 
ings. They  shall  report  at  each  annual  meeting  the  names  of  such  mem- 
bers who  have  refused  to  pay  their  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years. 
They  shall  present  appropriate  notices  of  deceased  members.  At  least 
one  copy  of  the  Annual  Report  of  Proceedings,  as  published  by  the 
Executive  Committee,  shall  be  furnished  each  member. 

Section  3.  The  Committee  on  Trade  Interests  shall  consider  all  mat- 
ters of  a  trade  or  commercial  nature  referred  to  them,  and  render  a  report 
thereon  at  such  time  as  may  be  directed.  They  may  make  annual  reports 
and  suggest  remedies  of  such  trade  or  commercial  irregularities  as  they 
may  deem  worthy  thereof. 

Section  4.  The  Committee  on  Papers  and  Queries  shall  receive  all 
papers  or  essays  for  the  Association,  and  designate  which  of  them  shall 
be  read  at  length  and  which  by  title.  They  shall,  in  connection  with  the 
Secretary,  arrange  the  time  which  may  be  most  appropriate  and  conven- 
ient for  presenting  them.  They  shall  annually  report,  within  three 
months  after  their  selection,  a  proper  number  of  questions  of  scientific 
and  practical  interest,  the  answers  to  which  may  advance  the  interests 
of  pharmacy;  and  shall  procure  the  acceptance  of  as  many  such  ques- 
tions for  investigation  and  reply  as  may  be  practicable;  and  in  other 
ways  induce  the  presentation  of  papers  and  essays. 

ARTICLE    III. — OF    MEMBERSHIP. 

Section  1.  Every  pharmacist  and  druggist  residing  in  the  State,  of 
good  moral  standing,  who  is  registered  or  is  eligible  to  registration  as  a 
Registered  Pharmacist  under  the  Pharmacy  Act  of  this  State,  of  which 
satisfactory  evidence  shall  be  produced  or  shown  to  the  Executive  Com- 
mittee, may  become  a  member  of  this  Association. 

Section  2.  Any  person  eligible  to  membership  may  apply  in  writing, 
with  the  indorsement  of  two  members  in  good  standing,  to  any  member 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  who  shall  report  his  application  to  said 
Committee;  if,  after  investigating  his  claims,  they  shall  approve  his  elec- 
tion, they  shall,  at  the  earliest  time  possible,  report  his  name  to  the 
Association,  and  he  may  be  elected  by  two-thirds  vote  of  the  members 
present  on  ballot. 

Section  3.  Any  member,  not  in  arrears,  moving  to  another  State  and 
once  in  two  years  reporting  to  the  Secretary  his  address,  shall  be  regarded 
as  an  associate  of  this  Association,  and  it  is  hereby  provided  that  such 
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failure  to  report  shall  be  sufficient  warrant  for  the  Secretary  dropping 
the  name  of  such  associate  member  from  the  roll  of  membership.  Asso- 
ciate members  shall  not  be  eligible  to  hold  office  nor  be  required  to  eon- 
tribute  to  the  funds  of  the  Association,  but  they  shall  have  the  privilege 
of  attending  the  meetings  and  participating  in  the  deliberations. 

Section  4.  No  person  shall  be  considered  a  member  of  this  Associa- 
tion until  he  has  signed  the  Constitution  and  By-Laws  and  paid  into 
the  treasury  the  sum  of  three  dollars  as  an  initiation  fee;  also  the 
annual  contribution  for  the  current  year.  All  persons  who  become 
members  shall  be  considered  permanent  members,  but  may  lie  expelled 
for  improper  conduct  by  a  vote  of  three-fourths  of  the  members  present 
at  any  annual  meeting. 

Section  5.  Every  member  shall  pay  in  advance  into  the  hands  of  the 
Treasurer  the  sum  of  two  dollars  as  his  yearly  contribution.  Any  one 
in  arrears  at  any  annual  meeting  shall  not  be  entitled  to  vote,  and  any 
one  neglecting  to  pay  his  annual  dues  for  two  successive  years  shall  be 
liable  to  lose  his  membership.  Members  complying  with  the  preceding 
section  of  this  article  are  entitled  to  certificates  of  membership,  signed 
by  the  President,  a  Vice-President,  the  Secretary,  and  Treasurer.  Ex- 
members,  who  are  so  from  omissions  to  pay  their  dues,  desiring  to 
reunite  with  the  Association,  may  do  so  by  applying  in  writing  to  the 
Treasurer  and  paying  into  the  funds  of  the  Association  the  sum  of  two 
years'  dues  when  they  were  members  and  the  dues  for  the  current  year; 
whereupon  their  names  shall  be  replaced  upon  the  roll. 

Section  6.  Resignations  shall  be  made  in  writing  to  the  Secretary, 
but  no  resignation  shall  be  accepted  from  any  one  who  is  in  arrears  to 
the  Treasurer.  All  resignations  shall  lie  acknowledged  by  the  Secretary 
and  reported  at  the  next  annual  meeting. 

Section  7.  Pharmacists,  chemists  and  other  scientific  men  who  maj 
be  deemed  worthy  of  the  distinction  may  he  elected  honorary  mem- 
bers. They  shall  not  be  required  to  contribute  to  the  funds,  nor  shall 
they  be  eligible  to  office,  or  to  vote  upon  any  question. 

ARTICLE   IV. — OF   MEETINGS. 

Section  1.  The  meetings  shall  be  held  annually,  or  from  time  tot'me, 
as  the  Association  may  determine,  provided  that  in  cases  of  failure  of 
this  from  any  cause  the  duty  of  calling  the  Association  together  shall 
devolve  upon  the  President,  or  on  the  Vice-Presidents,  with  the  advice 
and  consent  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

SECTION  2.  At  the  opening  of  each  annual  meeting,  in  the  absence  of 
the  President,  or  Vice-President,  one  of  the  Executive  Committee  shall 
take  the  chair.  In  absence  of  all  a  President  pro  tempon  shall  be 
elected  by  the  members  present.  In  the  absence  of  the  Secretary  the 
presiding  officer  shall  appoint  a  Secretary  /</•<-  l<  mpore. 

Section  '■>.  Fifteen  members  constitute  a  quorum. 
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ARTICLE    V.  — OF    DELEGATES. 

Section  1.  The  President  shall  annually  appoint  rive  delegates  to  the 
American  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  three  to  the  Virginia  Phar- 
maceutical Association,  and  three  to  the  North  Carolina  State  Medical 
Society.  The  delegates  shall  present  their  report,  at  the  next  annual 
meeting  of  the  Association.  Delegates  shall  be  entitled  to  appoint  alter- 
nates.

CODE   OF    ETHICS. 


ADOPTED    1SS2. 


The  members  of  the  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  con- 
sidering it  necessary  that  some  mutual  understanding  should  exist  in 
regard  to  the  moral  principles  guiding  them  in  their  profession,  hereby 
agree  upon  the  following  Code  of  Ethics: 

1.  We  accept  the  TJ.  S.  Pharmacopoeia  as  our  standard  and  guide  for 
all  officinal  preparations,  and  recognize  a  variance  from  its  rules  only  in 
exceptional  cases  where  sufficient  authority  has  proved  some  other  pro- 
cess more  reliable  to  attain  the  same  end.  (This  section  is  not  intended 
to  interfere  with  the  dispensing  of  preparations  or  medicines  ordered  in 
accordance  with  foreign  pharmacopoeias). 

2.  We  discountenance  all  secret  formula?  between  physician  and  phar- 
macist, and  consider  it  our  duty  to  communicate  such  to  each  other 
when  requested. 

3.  We  distinctly  repudiate  the  practice  of  allowing  physicians  a  per- 
centage in  any  form,  on  their  prescriptions  or  patronage,  as  being  derog- 
atory to  both  professions. 

4.  We  will  endeavor,  as  far  as  possible,  to  refrain  from  compromising 
the  professional  reputation  of  any  physician,  and  expect,  in  return,  the 
same  courtesy  from  him. 

5.  As  (lie  apothecary  should  be  able  to  distinguish  between  good  and 
bad  drugs,  in  most  cases,  and  as  the  substitution  of  a  weak  or  inert 
drug  for  an  active  one  may,  negatively,  be  productive  of  serious  conse- 
quences, we  hold  that  the  sale  of  impure  drugs  or  medicines,  from 
motives  of  competition  or  desire  of  gain,  when  pure  articles  of  the  same 
kind  may  be  obtained,  is  highly  culpable,  and  that  it  is  the  duty  of 
every  honest  apothecary  or  druggist  to  expose  all  such  fraudulent  acts  as 
may  come  to  his  knowledge. 

<i.  The  apothecary  should  be  remunerated  by  the  public  for  his 
knowledge  and  skill,  and  his  charges  should  he  regulated  by  the  time 
consumed  in  preparing  as  well  as  by  the  value  of  the  article  sold. 
Although  local  and  other  circumstances  necessarily  affect  the  rate  of 
charges  at  different  establishments,  no  apothecary  should  intentionally 
undersell  liis  neighbors  with  a  view  to  their  injury. 

7.  Recognizing  the  value  of  alcohol  as  a  therapeutic  agent,  and  the 
propriety  of  its  being  dispensed  as  such  by  pharmacists,  yet  deploring 
the  widespread  evil   resulting  from   its  intemperate  use  in  its  hundred 
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insidious  forms,  we  condemn  any  attempt  to  make  it  a  prominent  feat- 
ure of  our  business  as  unprofessional,  and  we  denounce  the  loose  prac- 
tice of  allowing  it  to  be  used  on  the  premises  in  any  shape  as  a  beverage 
as  degrading,  and  we  urge  upon  pharmacists  the  duty  of  exercising  at 
all  times  a  conscientious  care  in  dispensing  a  drug  liable  to  such  danger- 
ous abuse. 

8.  Members  of  this  Association,  when  asked  to  do  so,  shall  give  each 
other,  confidentially,  any  information  in  their  possession  affecting  the 
character,  habits,  integrity  or  irregularities  of  any  assistant  or  apprentice  ' 
who  may  have  applied  for  employment,  or  to  whom  they  may  have  given 
letters  of  introduction  or  recommendation.  Any  member  who  shall 
divulge  such  confidential  communication  to  the  detriment  or  annoyance 
of  the  member  giving  it  shall,  upon  the  proof  thereof,  be  no  longer 
entitled  to  the  courtesies  due  a  member,  and  his  name  be  stricken  from 
the  roll. 

9.  Believing  that  some  means  should  be  adopted  to  enforce  the  pro- 
visions of  this  Code,  violations  of  the  same  may  be  reported  at  any 
annual  meeting  of  this  Association,  when  the  accused  may  be  heard  in 
his  own  defense,  when,  if  found  guilty,  he  may  be  censured,  suspended 
or  expelled  by  a  vote  of  two-thirds  of  the  members  present.

PHARMACY  ACT. 

(As  Amended  Jan  27,  1891). 


The  (inn nil  Assembly  of  North  Carolina  do  enact: 

Section  1.  That  E.  M.  Nadal,  S.  J.  Hinsdale,  William  Simpson,  E.  H. 
Meadows,  T.  C.  Smith,  John  S.  Pescud,  and  such  other  persons  as  may 
be  associated  with  them  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  be  and  the  same 
are  hereby  made  a  body  corporate  under  the  name  and  style  of  the  North 
Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association,  and  by  said  name  shall  have  the 
right  to  sue  and  be  sued,  to  plead  and  be  impleaded,  to  purchase  and  hold 
real  estate  and  grant  the  same,  to  have  and  to  use  a  common  seal,  and  to 
do  such  other  things  and  perform  such  other  acts  as  appertain  to  bodies 
corporate  and  politic,  not  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution  and  laws 
of  the  State. 

Sec.  2.  The  object  of  said  Association  is  to  unite  the  pharmacists  and 
druggists  of  the  State  for  mutual  aid,  encouragement  and  improvement, 
to  encourage  scientific  research,  develop  pharmaceutical  talent,  to  elevate 
the  standard  of  professional  thought,  and  ultimately  restrict  the  practice 
of  pharmacy  to  properly  qualified  druggists  and  apothecaries. 

Sec.  3.  It  shall  be  unlawful  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  except 
as  hereinafter  provided,  for  any  person,  unless  a  registered  pharmacist, 
within  the  meaning  of  this  act,  to  open  or  conduct  any  pharmacy  or 
store  for  retailing,  dispensing  or  compounding  medicines  or  poisons,  or 
for  any  one  not  a  registered  pharmaceutist  to  prepare  a  physician's  pre- 
scription except  under  the  supervision  of  a  registered  pharmaceutist,  in 
the  State  of  North  Carolina:  Provided,  That  nothing  herein  contained 
shall  prevent  the  sale  of  patent  or  proprietary  medicines,  quinine,  epsom 
salts,  castor  oil,  essence  of  peppermint,  paregoric,  or  laudanum  in  origi- 
nal packages,  calomel,  camphor  or  sweet  oil. 

Sec.  4.  Any  person,  in  order  to  be  registered,  shall  be  a  graduate  of 
some  college  in  pharmacy,  recognized  by  the  North  Carolina  Board  of 
Pharmacy;  or  shall,  at  the  passage  of  this  act,  have  had  three  years' 
practical  experience  in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and 
in  compounding  and  vending  medicines  and  poisons,  or  shall  be  a  licen- 
tiate of  pharmacy  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of  North  Carolina,  or  one 
who  is  or  has  been  a  practicing  physician  as  hereinafter  provided. 

Sec  5.  Pharmaceutists  claiming  the  right  of  registration  under  this 
act,  on  account  of  practical  experience,  shall,  within  ninety  days  after 
its  passage,  show  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  to  be 
created  by  this  act  that  they  have  had  three  (3)  years'  practical  experi- 
ence in  the  preparation  of  physicians'  prescriptions,  and  in  compound- 
ing and  vending  medicines  and  poisons:  Provided,  Nothing  in  this  sec- 
tion shall  apply  to  any  person  in  business  on  his  own  account  nor  to 
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those  who  are,  have  been,  or  may  hereafter  be  regular  practicing  physi- 
cians. Licentiates  in  pharmacy  must  have  had  three  years*  experience 
in  stores  where  prescriptions  of  medical  practitioners  have  been  prepared, 

and  shall  have  passed  an  examination  before  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  of 
this  State.  The  Board  of  Pharmacy  may  register,  without  further  exami- 
nation, the  licentiates  of  such  other  Boards  of  Pharmacy  as  they  may 
deem  proper. 

Sec.  6.  This  Association  shall  elect  ten  of  its  members — from  whom  the 
Governor  selects  five — who  shall  compose  the  Board  of  Pharmacy.  The 
Board  is  empowered  to  transact  all  business  relating  to  the  legal  practice 
of  pharmacy;  to  examine  into  and  adjudicate  upon  all  cases  of  abuse, 
fraud,  adulteration,  substitution  or  malpractice,  and  to  enforce  all  the 
provisions  of  the  law,  and  to  render  an  annual  account  to  the  proper 
State  authorities  and  to  the  Association.  Any  one  examined  by  the 
Board  shall  pay  a  fee  of  five  dollars.  In  cases  of  failure  to  pass  a  satis- 
factory examination  be  shall  be  granted  a  second  examination  without 
the  payment  of  a  further  fee.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  members  of 
the  Board,  after  receipt  of  notification  of  their  appointment,  to  appear 
before  the  Clerk  of  the  Superior  Court  of  the  county  in  which  they  indi- 
vidually reside,  and  make  and  subscribe  to  an  oath  properly  and  faith- 
fully to  discharge  the  duties  of  their  office;  and  within  thirty  days  there- 
after meet  and  organize  by  the  election  of  a  President,  Secretary  and 
Treasurer  of  said  Board.  The  Secretary  and  Treasurer  shall  be  elected 
to  serve  for  a  term  of  five  years;  and  the  term  of  office  or  the  other 
members  shall  be  determined  by  lot.  Vacancies  in  the  Board  shall  be 
filled  as  required  in  section  12.  The  Board  shall  hold  meetings  at  least 
once  annually  or  oftener,  as  the  business  of  the  Board  may  require.  The 
Secretary  shall  give  each  member  of  the  Board  not  less  than  ten  days" 
notice  of  each  meeting.  Three  members  shall  constitute  a  quorum.  It 
shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to  examine  all  persons  applying  for  exami- 
nation in  proper  form,  and  to  register  such  as  shall  establish  their  rights 
to  registration  in-accordanee  with  the  provisions  of  this  act.  The  Sec- 
retary and  Treasurer  of  said  Board  shall  bea  bonded  officer,  held  in  bond 
of  one  thousand  dollars,  to  be  made  to  the  said  North  Carolina  Pharma- 
ceutical Association  and  approved  by  the  Executive  Committee  of  said 
Association. 

Sec.  7.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Secretary  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy 
to  keep  a  book  of  registration  at  some  convenient  place,  of  which  due 
notice  shall  be  given  through  the  public  press,  in  which  shall  be  entered, 
under  the  supervision  of  the  Board,  the  names  and  places  of  business  of 
all  persons  coming  under  the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  a  statement  to 
be  -'iimed  by  the  person  making  the  application  of  such  facts  in  the  case 
as  he  may  claim  to  justify  his  application.  The  fee  for  registration  of 
proprietors  shall  not  exceed  two  dollars,  and  for  those  in  the  employ  of 
others  shall  not  exceed  one  dollar.     The  Secretary  shall  give  receipts  for 
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all  moneys  received  by  him,  which  moneys  shall  be  used  for  the  purpose 
of  defraying  the  expenses  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy;  arid  any  surplus 
shall  be  for  the  benefit  of  said  Association.  The  salary  of  the  Secretary 
shall  be  fixed  by  this  Board,  and  shall  be  paid  out  of  the  fees  for  exami- 
nation and  registration.  Each  member  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy  shall 
be  paid  the  sum  of  five  dollars  for  every  day  during  which  he  is  engaged 
in  the  service  of  the  Board,  and  all  necessary  expenses  incurred  in  attend- 
ing the  meetings  of  the  same.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  Board  to 
investigate  all  complaints  of  disregard,  non-compliance,  or  violation  of 
the  provisions  of  this  act,  and  to  bring  the  same  to  the  notice  of  the 
proper  prosecuting  officer,  whenever  there  appears  to  the  Board  reasona- 
ble grounds  of  complaint.  The  Board  is  hereby  empowered  to  make 
such  rules  and  regulations  as  it  will  find  necessary  for  carrying  into  effect 
the  provisions  of  this  law,  not  inconsistent  with  the  purpose  and  spirit 
of  the  same. 

Sec.  8.  Every  person,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this  act,  shall  be 
held  responsible  for  the  quality  of  all  drugs,  chemicals  and  medicinces 
he  may  sell  or  dispense,  with  the  exception  of  those  sold  in  the  original 
packages  of  the  manufacturers,  and  also  those  known  as  "patent  medi- 
cines"; and  should  he  intentionally  adulterate,  or  cause  to  be  adulter- 
ated, or  expose  to  sale,  knowing  the  same  to  be  adulterated,  such  drugs, 
chemicals  or  medical  preparations,  he  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor, 
and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not  exceeding  one 
hundred  dollars,  and  in  addition  thereto  his  name  shall  be  stricken  from 
the  register.  Every  registered  pharmacist  who  desires  to  continue  the 
practice  of  his  profession  shall  annually  thereafter,  within  thirty  days 
preceding  the  annual  meeting  of  the  Board  of  Pharmacy,  pay  to  the 
Secretary  of  said  Board  a  registration  fee  of  one  dollar,  for  which  he 
shall  receive  a  renewal  of  said  certificate  of  registration.  Any  registered 
pharmacist  failing  to  renew  his  registration  as  required  by  this  section, 
and  continuing  in  the  exercise  of  his  profession,  shall  be  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor. 

Sec.  9.  It  shall  be  unlawful  for  any  person,  under  a  penalty  of  twenty- 
five  dollars  for  each  and  every  offense,  from  and  after  the  passage  of  this 
act,  except  as  provided  herein,  to  retail  any  poison  enumerated  in  Sched- 
ules A  and  B,  as  follows,  to  wit: 

Schedule  A. 

Arsenic  and  its  preparations,  corrosive  sublimate,  white  precipitate, 
red  precipitate,  bin-iodide  of  mercury,  cyanide  of  potassium,  hydrocy- 
anic acid,  strychnine,  and  essential  oil  of  bitter  almonds. 

Schedule  B. 

Aconite,  belladonna,  colchicum,  conium,  nux  vomica,  henbane,  savin, 
ergot,  cotton  root,  cantharides,  creosote,  digitalis  and  their  pharmaceuti- 
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cal  preparations,  croton  oil,  chloroform,  chloral  hydrate,  sulphate  of  zinc, 
carbolic  acid,  oxalic  acid,  opium  and  its  preparations,  except  paregoric 
and  other  preparations  of  opium  containing  less  than  two  grains  to  the 
ounce,  and  other  poisons,  without  distinctly  labeling  the  bottle,  box. 
vessel  or  paper  in  which  said  poison  is  contained  with  the  name  of  the 
article,  the  word  "Poison,"  and  a  vignette  representing  a  skull  and 
cross-bones,  and  the  name  of  the  place  of  business  of  the  seller;  nor  shall 
it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to  sell  or  deliver  any  poison  enumerated  in 
said  Schedules  A  and  B,  unless  upon  due  inquiry  it  is  found  that  the 
purchaser  is  aware  of  its  poisonous  nature,  and  represents  that  it  is  to  be 
used  for  a  legitimate  purpose;  nor  shall  it  be  lawful  for  any  person  to 
sell  any  poison  included  in  Schedule  A  without,  before  delivering  the 
same  to  the  purchaser,  causing  an  entry  to  be  made  in  a  book  kept  for 
that  purpose,  stating  the  date  of  the  sale,  the  name  and  address  of  the 
purchaser,  the  name  and  quantity  of  the  poison  sold,  the  purpose  for 
which  it  is  represented  by  the  purchaser  to  be  required,  and  the  name 
of  the  dispenser— such  book  to  be  always  open  to  proper  authorities  for 
inspection.  The  provisions  of  this  section  shall  not  apply  to  the  dis- 
pensing of  poisons  in  usual  doses,  and  by  physicians'  prescriptions. 

Sec.  10.  Nothing  contained  in  the  foregoing  section  shall  apply  to  or 
interfere  with  the  business  of  any  practitioner  of  medicine  who  does  not 
keep  open  shop  for  retailing  of  medicines  and  poisons;  nor  with  the  busi- 
ness of  wholesale  dealers,  excepting  section  '.),  and  the  penalties  of  its 
violation. 

Sec.  11.  Any  person  who  shall  permit,  by  willful  neglect,  the  com- 
pounding and  dispensing  of  prescriptions  in  his  store  or  place  of  business, 
by  any  person  or  persons  not  registered,  except  under  the  supervision  of 
a  registered  pharmaceutist,  or  any  person  not  registered  who  shall  keep 
open  shop  for  the  retailing  or  dispensing  of  medicines  or  poisons,  or  who 
shall  fraudulently  represent  himself  to  be  registered,  or  any  registered 
pharmacist,  or  any  dealer  in  medicines,  who  shall  fail  to  comply  with 
the  regulations  and  provisions  of  this  act,  in  relation  to  retailing  and  dis- 
pensing of  poison,  shall,  for  every  such  offense,  be  deemed  guilty  of  a 
misdemeanor,  and  upon  conviction  thereof  be  liable  to  a  penalty  not 
exceeding  twenty-five  dollars. 

Sec.  12.  Immediately  on  passage  of  this  act  the  Governor  shall  appoint 
live  reputable  and  practicing  pharmacists  doing  business  within  the  state, 
from  ten  of  said  pharmacists  recommended  to  him  by  the  North  Carolina 
Pharmaceutical  Association;  said  pharmacists  so  appointed  shall  consti- 
tute the  Hoard  of  Pharmacy  of  the  State  of  North  Carolina,  and  shall 
hold  office  for  the  term  of  one,  two,  three,  four  and  five  years  respectively, 
as  herein  provided,  and  until  their  successors  have  been  duly  elected  and 
qualified.  "The  North  Carolina  Pharmaceutical  Association  shall  annu- 
ally thereafter  elect  a  pharmacist  from  their  number  to  till  the  vacancy 
annually  occurring  in  said  Board.     Said  pharmacist  so  elected  shall  be 
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commissioned  by  the  Governor  and  hold  office  for  the  term  of  five  years 
and  until  his  successor  has  been  duly  elected  and  qualified.  In  case  of 
death,  resignation,  or  removal  from  the  State  of  any  member  of  said 
Board  of  Pharmacy,  the  said  Board  thall  elect  in  his  place  a  pharmacist 
who  is  a  member  of  said  Association,  to  serve  as  a  member  of  the  Board 
for  the  remainder  of  the  term." 

Sec.  13.  The  penalties  prescribed  by  this  act  shall  be  recovered  by  suits 
in  the  name  of  the  people  of  this  State,  according  to  the  statutes  in  such 
cases  provided,  to  be  prosecuted  by  the  proper  officers  of  the  counties 
respectively  where  the  violations  of  the  provisions  of  this  act  mav  be 
committed. 

Sec.  14.  Any  pharmacist  failing  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of 
sections  5  and  8  within  ninety  days  from  and  after  the  passa-e  of  this 
act  shall  forfeit  his  right  to  registration,  and  shall  appear  before  the  Board 
of  Pharmacy  for  examination,  as  provided  in  section  5  of  this  act. 

Sec.  15.  All  acts  or  portions  of  acts  conflicting  with  the  provisions  of 
this  act  are  hereby  repealed. 

Sec.  16.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sheriffs  of  the  counties  to  see  that 
the  provisions  of  this  act  are  enforced. 

Sec.  17.  This  act  may  for  all  purposes  be  quoted  under  the  title  of  the 
"  Pharmacy  Act  of  1881." 

Sec.  18.  This  act  shall  be  in  force  from  and  after  the  first  day  of  June 
next.     Ratified  this  12th  day  of  March,  A.  D.  1881. 

NOTE.-The  amendments  to  the  above  act  (which  is  the  act  as  it  appears  in  The 
Code,  Chapter  34,  Vol.  II)  operate  so  as  to  prevent  physicians  per  se  from  actinias 
pharmacists  in  towns  of  more  than  Soo  inhabitants.  These  amendments  are  *>  be 
found  in  Chapter  24,  Laws  of  1x91.
